Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to rejections of claims 1-19, applicant 
argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not combine the structure of Kelly et al. with the parsing and decoding aspects of Blatter et 
al. Examiner disagrees. Both Blatter et al and Kelly et al are directed to transmission of encrypted packetts. Placing non-compliant data 
separte from the synchronization point as taught by kelly could be employed within the system of Blatter et al. as indicated in the last office 
action. Examiner would further point out that, Blatter teaches placing non-compliant data whihin synchronization point and Kelly et al. 
teaches placing non-compliant data separate from a synchronization point as indicated in the last office action. Examiner would point that 
the art on record teaches the claim limitations and therefore the rejection is respectfully maintained. 
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
